Many came in on the early trains 
and in vehicles from adjoining 
counties, but the greater portion 
of the multitude was from the 
country precincts of this county. 
Judging from -the badges worn, 
the supporters of Mr. Owens were 
in the majority, but the crowd was 
good natured and we noticed very 
little drinking. When the 9:50 
a. m. train came in from Lexing- 
ton, bringing Col. Breckinridge, 
one who did not know what was 
going on might ha^ve thought there 
was a circus being unloaded or a 
strange animal on exhibition from 
the actions of the crowd gathered 
there, curious to see the man who 
has been talked and written about 
so much during the last six 
months. 

At 2 o'clock the court house 
bell rang, when the crowd, which 
had been standing so thick upon 
the streets that pedestrians could 
scarcely get along, began to surge 
in that direction. When they 
reached there the announcement 
was made that the speaking would 
take place in the State House yard 
and there was a great rush in that 
direction. The yard immediately 
in front of the State House was 
soon full, and at 2: 10 the speaker 
took his position in front of the 
fountain and began his address, 
which was about two hours long. 
His voice did not reach the out- 
skirts of the crowd and the latter 
soon began to melt away until at 
the close hardly one half of them 
remained. Some hot words were 
-passed between some of the ad 
herents of Mr. Owens and the 
Breckinridge men during the 
speaking, but no trouble followed 
and the crowd dispersed quietly 
and returned to their homes.

FRANKFORT. 

Franklin county was formed in 1794, 
and was the 18th county created in 
Kentucky. Frankfort, the county 
seat, baa been the Capital of Ken- 
tucky since December 5th, 17»2. By 
acts of the Legislature of 1794 and 
1795, about $3,500 were appropriated 
and expended by the State in con- 
structing the first Capitol building, 
the remainder being paid by Samuel 
Holmes and others under contract. 
When the seat of government was 
first removed to Frankfort the legis- 
lature occupied the old Love House, 
that stood on the corner of Wapping 
and Wilkinson streets. This house 
was also known as the headquarters 
of Aaron Burr, where the conspiracy 
was planned by Burr and his asso- 



ciates. The third State House was in 
fact the first permanent house erect- 
ed for the purpose, and was occupied 
Nov. 3, 1794. This was destroyed 
by Are in 1813. The next or fourth 
Capitol was rented and occupied un- 
til the fifth or second (permanent) 
Capitol building was constructed, 
which was completed in 1814-16, at a 
cost of $40,000, of which $20,900 were 
subscribed by individuals and the 
remainder by the State. This was 
destroyed by fire, November 4, 1824. 
The sixth was temporary, the Senate 
occupying a seminary building on the 
square, while the House occupied a 
church on the west side. This church 
was burned on December 12, 1825, 
while the House was in session. The 
seventh State House, the third built 
for the purpose was first occupied by 
the legislature in 1829, and is the 
same in which the sessions are now 
held. To construct this building the 
State appropriated $85,000. The 
grounds upon which the buildings 
stand were donated by citizens of 
Frankfort. The east wing of the 
present structure cost about $160,000 
and was commenced in 1873. The 
State of Kentucky during its exist- 
ence of a century has expended the 
sum of $267,600 for public buildings 
to house its records and public 
officers. The city of Frankfort has 
always been the political center of 
the otate. Public officers, after their 
terms expired, became citizens, 
identifying themselves with the Capi- 
tal City. 



MANUFACTURES. 

Chief among the products of Frank- 
fort may be stated whisky, flour, twine, 
chairs, ouggies, carriages and lumber, 
the most noted of all fishing reels, 
the '•Milam." Here is located the 
"Hermitage," the "Carlisle," and "O. 
F. C," the ' Spring Hill," the "Cedar 
Bun," while the owners of "Old 
Crow," "Old Taylor" and -'Old Oscar 
Pepper," are citizeus and residents of 
Frankfort. Nearly a dozen saw mills 
are in operation within and around 
the city, the capital invested in this 
business being in excess of $150,000. 
A twine mill is operated by water 
power at Lock. No 4, its paid up 
capital being ♦100,000. The Southern 
Chair factory and the Capital Chair 
Manufactory are both in operation 
here with a capital of about $100,000. 
The Kentuolcy Buggy Company 
is in successful operation and 
has a first class buggy, carriage 
and harness establishment, having 
survived its .infancy and be- 
come noted for its workmanship. 
The capital invested in this business 
is about $30,000. The Milam reel is 
made here, and is known all over the 
globe as the leader of all fishing reels. 
A large flouring mill is operated 
by J no. £. Miles & Sou, with extensive 
elevators connected therewith. Here 
is made the well known brand "J. E. 
M.," the best flour manufactured. 
The Frankfort Brick Company manu- 
factures first class pressed brick near 
the city. 



Four banks of excellent financial 
condition do business in this city. 
The Farmers Bank of Kentucky, 
whose President is Col. Thomas Hod- 
man and the Cashier. Mr. Grant 
Green; has a capital of $1,000,000, and 
stands at the head of the financial 
institutions. Next comes the Branch 
Bank of Kentucky, with Gen. D. W. 
Lindsey, President, and £. L. Samuel, 
Cashier. The capital is $200,000, 
the mother bank being at Louis- 
ville. Next comes the State National 
Bank, capitalized at $150,000, having 
accumulated a large surplus, stand- 
ing us one of the well managed insti- 
tutions. The officers are Gen. Fay- 
ette Hewitt, President, C. £. Hoge, 
Cashier. Last but not least comes the 
Deposit Bank, officered by Capt. 
Milam, President, and H. H. Watson, 
Cashier. Its capital and surplus ex- 



ceeds $100,000, and is one of 
the eafest and best banks in Frank- 
fort. The Frankfort Safety Vault 
and Trust Company is another insti- 
tution that is a necessity to any county 
in settling estates, or becoming 
executor, trustee or assignee of any 
person, firm or corporation. There 
are several building and loan asso- 
ciation, one of them guaranteeing to 
pay out every five years, having al- 
ready retired one class of borrowers 
in that period, releasing this class 
of mortgages. This is known as 
the Peoples' Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation. There is another known as 
the Kentucky Investment Company, 
which is well managed and success- 
fully operated, and is not restricted 
to the county, but does business in all 
parts of the State. 

SCHOOLS. 

The educational facilitiea of Frank- 
fort are second to no other city. 
Here a first class public school exists, 
and the taxpayers bear the burdens 
of its annual expenditure. The in- 
terest on one hundred thousand dol- 
lars in bonds is paid to this institu- 
tion annually, amounting to $5,000. 
Then a direct tax for school purposes 
is levied, which, with the interest 
from bonds and the State per capita, 
produces nearly $20,000 annually, 
every dollar of which is expended in 
educating the white and colored 
children of the city. In addition, the 
Catholics have schools for boys and 
girls, in charge of the sisters of 
charity, and there are other private 
schools in successful operation. 
Near the city is the State Normal 
School for colored persons in charge 
of the State. 

RAILROADS. 

Within the present year an electric 
street car line has been constructed, 
which is about five and a half miles 
long. Th#company is the owner of 
th ree passenger cars of the latest style 
and finish, furnishing cheap transpor- 
tation to the traveling public. In ad- 
dition they 1 have a car expressly built 
for transporting by electric power 
loaded -freight cars from and to the 
manufacturing establishments in and 
near the city to the railroad depots 
centering Frankfort. It is like a bag- 
gage car and propels a loaded freight 
car around short sharp curves with 
ease and safety. The officers of the 
railway are Mr. Pat McDonald, Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Jno. T. Buckley, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. The L. & N. 
system enters Frankfort, as »lso the 
Kentucky Midland Railroad, the lat- 
ter being a Frankfort enterprise. 

WHITE SULPHUR WELL. 

There is in the city one of the 
finest bath houses in the country. 
The water is .white sulphur, and is 
supplied from a bored well on the 
place of Mr. James A. Murray, half a 
mile distant, the supply being carried 
to the bath house by its own power 
as it comes from the well. 

HOTELS. 

The city is well supplied with 
hotels, the Capital being the leading 
in its capacity as well as its large 
and airy rooms and hallways, its 
commodious dining rooms and its 
extensive office. There is also in the 
hotel the largest and best ball room 
in Kentucky, used exclusively for 
dancing purposes. The proprietor is 
Mr. Jerome Weitzel and the business 
manager is Mr. Ed. Weitzel. 

The Kenyon Hotel, under the 
management of Mr. T. E. Boone, is a 
well known establishment to the 
traveling public, well located, front- 
ing on Main street and extending 
back to the river. It is a delightful 
place for the travelers to lodge and 
well cared for. 

The Meriwether Hotel, so named 
after its old owner, is managed by 
Capt. S. V. Pence, the well known 
steamboat Captain. There every- 
thing is like home, and the visitors 
are always well pleased with accom- 
modations at the Meriwether.
